Europe's oldest railroad station, in Brussels, Belgium, is now helicopter line’s central heliport. 


BRUSSELS. — The world's first 
international scheduled helicopter 
passenger service — now in its 
second year of successful opera- 
tion from this bustling Belgian 
capital—may herald the begin- 
ning of the much-predicted "'heli- 
copter era.” 

By autumn (the second anni- 
versary of the inaugural flight) 
an estimated 40,000 passengers 
will have been carried over the 
1,600-mile helicopter network 
which links Belgium, Holland, 
Germany and France. 

Exploratory flights have also 
been made to London and Milan; 
and regular service to the British 
capital as well as Paris is slated 
for the future. 

Operating the octopus-like pat- 
tern of ‘rotor-routes’’ which radi- 
ate from Brussels is the pioneer 
world airline with the complicated | 
name, (Societe Anonyme Belge | 
D'Exploitation De La Navigation 
Aerienne) which is _ officially 
called “Belgian Airlines” but more 
familiarly is known as “Sabena.” 

The helicopter service has| 
proven itself to be the fastest mode 
of travel for short distances of up 
to 200 or 250 miles between large | 
population centres. 

It has been found that total 
elapsed helicopter flight time from 
“city centre to city centre” is 
much less than a journey by fixed- | 
wing airplane which includes two | 
long rides in airport buses.
